WHAT THE C;VIL WAR COST IN 
HUMAN LIVES. 


The Most Destructive, Costly ard Murderous Bver 
Waeged—The Known and the Uaknown Dead 
in Seventy- Three Cemeteries—The Kilied 
and Wouuded in the Great Ba:tles. 


Washington Special. 

I heard one of the young generation saying 
he wasa little tired of hearing continually, 
and especially every year, about memorial day, 
of the immense sacrifice of lives and treasure 
made by the people in the great civil war, and 
allthat. The tone implied that it was not 
such a terrible thing after all, and was rather 
small potatoes as wars go. It is well enough 
to freshen up the minds of the boys now and 
then as to the facts of that war, and what it 
cost their fathers, It takes but few figure; to 
show that it was one of the greatest and most 
momentous wars ever waged among civilized 
people, and taking into consideration its length, 
the most destructive, costly and .murderous 
ever waged. 

Most of the famous warsof ancient history 
that the young men pour over in Latin and 
Greek, were not very great wars, after a'l, 
compared with that fonght out by their fathers 
for the salvation of the American rapublic. 

Lvok over these dreadfal figures, young man, 
eid consider the awfal significance of the fol- 
lowing facte: 

Official returns show that about 2,900,000 sol- 
diers e) listed during the war in response to the 
successive calls of President Lincoln, and that 
of this nr mber 186,098 were colored troops. 

Report: :how that the northern and southern 
aymies met in over 2,000 skirmishes and battles. 
In 142 of these conflicts the loss on the federal 
tide wae over 500 men, and in at least 10 bat: 
ties cv. 10,000 men were reported lost on each 
side.

In all the remains three hundred thousand 
xen who fought for the stars and ‘stripes find 
guarded graves in our national cemeteries. 
Two cemeteri:s are mainly devoted to the 
brave men who perished in the prisons of the 
same name— Andersonville, Ga., which con- 
tains 13,714 graves, and Salisbury, with its 12,- 
126 dead, of whom 12,032 are unknown. 

Of the vast number who are interred in our 
national cemeteries 275,000 sleep beneath the 
sceil of the southern states, and 145,000 rest in 
graves marked unknown, 

The total number of men farnished to the 
federal army by the urion states during the war 
under all calis was 2,688,523. The total num- 
ber of colored troops in the northern army was 
123.156. The heaviest loss by diseased was 
suffered »y the colored troops; while but 2.997 
died in «. tion and of wounds, the enormously 
large ni suber of 26 301 died of disease. Among 
the whiis troops the proportion of deaths in 
action and from wounds to the deaths from 
disease was about as 1 to 2; among the colored 
troops as 1 to 8. Of the colored troops enlisted 
1 out of every 7 ¢ied of disease. The propor- 
tion among the white troops was 1 to L5.

Again, the young men must not forget as 
they read of the great battles of history that 
few of them can compare in magnitade with 
the greatest battles of the civil war, and that the 
battles of that war were the bloodiest in all the 
history of wars in the proportion of killed to 
these engeged. Waterloo was one of the most 
desperate and bloody fields chronicled in Earo- 
pean history, and yet Wellington’s casualties 
were less than 12 per cent, his losses being 
2,432 killed and 958 wounded out ofover 100,000 
men, While at Shiloh one side lost in killed and 
wcunded 9,740 out of 34,000, while their oppo- 
nents report their killed and wounded at 9,616, 
making the casualties about thirty per cont. 
At the great batile of Wagram, Napoleon lost 
but about 5 per cent. At Warzburg the French 
lost but 3} per cent, and yet the army gave up 
the field and retreated to the Rhine. 

At Racour, Marchal Saxe lost but two and 
one-half percent. At Zurich, Massena lost but 
eight percent. At Lagriz, Frederick lost but 
six and one-half per cent. At Malplaquet, 
Marlborough lost but ten per cent, and at Ra- 
millies the same intrepid commander lost but 
six per cent, 

At Contras, Henry of Navarre was reported 
as cut to pieces, yet his loss was less than ten 
per cent. At Lodi, Napoleon lost one and one- 
quarter per cont. At Valmy,* Frederick Wil- 
liam lost but three per cent, and at the great 
battles of Marengo and Austerlitz, sanguinary 
as they were, Napoleon lost an average of less 
than fourteen and one-half per cent. At Ma- 
genta and Solferino, in 1859, the average loss 
of both armies was less than nine percent. At 
Konigrath, in 1866, it was six per cent. At 
Werth, Specheran, Mars Le Tour, Gravelotte 
and Sedan, in 1870, the average loss was twelve 
per cent, while at Linden, General Moreau lost 
but four per cent, and the Archduke John lost 
but seven per cent in killed and wounded. 
Americans would scarcely call this a lively 
skirmish. 

At Perryville, Murfreesboro. Chickamauga, 
Atlanta, Gettysburg, Mission Ridge, the Wil- 
derneés and Spottsylvania, the loss frequently 
reached, and sometimes exceeded forty per 
cent, and the average of killed and wounded 
on one side or the other was over thirty per 


cent. 

Of the gentlemen who were at West Point 
during one pericd of a cadetship, fifty-six 
were killed in battle, and estimating the rate 
of kiNed and wounded at one to five, two hun- 
dred and eighty were wounded. 

From the discovery of America to 1861, in 
all wars with other nations, the record gives 
the deaths in battle of but ten American gen- 
erals, while from 1861 to 1865, both sides being 
opposed by Americans, more than one han- 
dred general officers fell while leading their 
triumphant columns. From 1492 to 
1°61, the killed and wounded upon ———- 
soil in all battles, combats and skirmishés, 
adced tegether, as shown by reports, hardly 
exceeded casualties of single battles of the great 
American conflict. 

In addition to the vast list of dead from the 
war must be added those who have died from 
wounds received during the war. The killing 
is still going on as rapidly as ever, and men are 
dropping daily from “wounds received in ac- 
tion” who ought to live for long years yet. The 
figures I have given really give but a glimpse 
into the real truth of the awful mortality of the 
war that saved theunion. I hope the young 
men who read this will feel no more impatience 
because the sacrifices of the great war are 
talked about, and that thoy will cut out the 
figures that I have collected for them and save 
them fer reference whenever they feel that 
way.

BEATING THE BANDITS. 


Expressman Brown’s Winning Fight Witk a 
Gang of Train Kobbers. 
From the Chicago Inter-Ocean. 

“This last express robbery,” said a old rail- 
road man, “calls to mind an exploit of an ex- 
press messenger that ought not to be forgotten. 
It was about eight years ago, and Frank Brown, 
then in charge of an Adams express car on the 
Santa Fe road, was the hero of the occasion. 
Somewhere in Colorado the train was stopped 
by several desperadoes; the engine, baggage 
car and express car were detached and run 
forward three or four miles, where the robbers 
expected to go through the express car at their 


leisure. They had the advantage of the en-. 


gineer, fireman and brakeman from the start, 
because these were unarmed, and the robbers, 
with their revolvers, compelied them to do 
their bidding. 

“Rrown, however, the moment the train was 
stopped closed his car and prepared for de- 
fense. During the run from the point where 
the robbers expected to enter upon the basi- 
ners of robbery, Brown strengthened his posi- 
tion, and when the gang attempted to force an 
entrance he was ready for them. He knew 
that in about an hour a train would approach 
from the opposite direction, and his purpose 
was, throvugh parley and bya show of strong 
resistance, to delay the entrance of the robbers 
until about the time the train approached, He 
did not at first hope to keep them out, but he 
determined to make the fight, and for an hour 
the struggle went on. om 

“The train robbers resorted to every, possible 
expedient toinduce Brown tp surrender or to 
open the doors, aud. failing ih that they pro- 
ceeded to compel his surrender by opsning & 
steady fireon the car. They would shoot fif- 
teen or twenty times at different angles, and 
then, taking fur granted that Brown had been 
frightened or possibly killed, wonld make 
ancther attempt on the car. Every time they 
were met by hostile demonstrations by Brown 
and were compelled to abandon the attempt 
Every time they were repulsei they opened 
fire more venomously, and when the whistle 
of the spproaching train sounded there were 
138 bullet holes in the express car and Brown 
was still masterof the situation, With the 
coming up of the other train the robbers made 
a basty fi‘ght, securing no booty at all. 

“This experience led the company to put 
guards on ¢évery express train, the manager 
choosing men who had a good deal of fight in 
them, and who, understanding that they were 


: paid to fight, were always ready for an engage- 


ment. The result of the experiment was that 
no more attecks were made on tho trains in 
that section for a good many years. Asa rule, 
the desperacocs who attrack express trainsare 
pretty wellinformed as to the condition of 
stfsirs, and if they know they are likely to be 
met with strong resistance or tocome incon- 
tact with men who will shoot without cere- 
mony, they are notinclined to make miuny 
ventures, but ifthey know that the expross 
messenger and the trainmsn aro unarmed they 
have little hesitation in making an attack.” |

Death of Ex-President Wheeler, at His 
Home, = 

MALONEN.Y , June'4.—The death ofex-Vic3 
President Wheeler, which occurred at 10:10 a. 
m. today, was painless and lite went out so 
gradually and quietly that it was hard to 
mark the exact moment of its flight. Though 
vitality had been decreasing slow]; through the 
past six years, Mr. Wheeler retained his vital 
vigor up to, perhaps, six months ago. From 
that date he had failed rapidly. He was tor- 
tured terribly by insomuia and neuralgia, 
aud was alzo-affiicted with catarrh of the blad- 
der, On the night of the 34 of Marsh last, he 
was seized with a chill, followed by a sinking 
spell and then by fever, and for 
hours his physician thought him dying. He 
never folly rallied from that attack, and his 
mind and body have wasted together. Tahore 
bas probably been softening of the brain, and 
for weeks he had been irrational, This brain 
ufiiiction was the immediate cause of his death. 
On Monday last he sank into a condition of 
unconsciousness from which he never aroused, 
except for a momentor two ata time, ani from 
Wcdnesday he had not spoken nor given any 
tign of recognition of friends, or of what was 
transpiring about him, 

Mr. Wheeler bad no near relative in the 
world to minister to him during his illness or 
to watch by his side at death, but relatives of 
his Geceased wifo and friends who have been 
bevnd to him from boyhood by the closest ties 
of affection, who were tender in solicitude for 
him, and a few of them were grouped with his 
pastor and physician about him. When the 
final summons came, the approach of death 
was £0 gradual that it causes no public shock, 
even bere at his home, though thereis uni- 
versal sorrow among the people.

‘WHO KILLED HIM? — 


A MYSTERY THAT IS PUZZLING 
NEW YORK LETECTIVES. 


The Dead Body of a Man Found in the Streets -Theo- 
ries of the Murder-The All-Important Gray- 
Haired Man Missing -—The Police Gather- 
ing Ciues -Othef Oriminel News. 


New York, June 4.—[Special ]—If the aoted 
Chief Detective Byrnes finds out who killed 
Matthew Norwood, he will have accumulated 
enough material for a Gaborian nove'. The 
dead body of Norwood was found in an alley 
at the back of 226 West Thirtieth street, three 
days ago, and the subsequent investigation of 
the police have revealed a story that involves 
both romance of a brutal sort ande novelty in 


murder. The body lay in a pool of blood and — 


the right hand clatched tightly a fragmont of 
a@ woman’s sacque. The police made perfuane- 
tery inquiries and came tothe conclasion that 
Norwood had accidentally fallen from a third: 
story window. But when the coroner's sur- 
geon came to make an examination hs found 
a deep and fatal wound inthe left groin. It 
was a stab fromalongand sharp kuife, buat 
the outer and underclothing on the body. had 
not been cut in the slightest way. In additioa 
to this wound, theskull had been broken ia 
the fall tothe ground, aud there were two 
fractures in the right leg. This happomed 
three days ago, but the explanation is just 
out. The vicinity of the murder is 
a tenement district. Buildings are crowded 
closely together, and not only is the street 
lined with lofty houses, but the space usally 
devoted to clothes yards in tho rear is occa: 
pied by smaller, cheap houses and factories. A 
barrow alley leads from Thirtieth street directly 
through the building numbered 226,and the 
court at the rear is nearly filled by a suspond- 
er factory, From the back Windows of both 
296 and 228 clothes lines on tho pulley plan 
run to the factory wall. When the police came 
to make a closer investigation they found that 
one of these clothes lines had been broken and 
the pulley wrenched from its siaple in the fac- 
tory building. It was the line that ran from 
the eecond story of 226, and it had been ¢éu;- 
pended directly over the spot where Nor- 
wood’s body was found in the morning. 

The occupant of the tenement from which 
this line ran is a barber named Burrill. It was 
from him that the suggestion came that un- 
tangled the mystery surrounding Norwood’s 
death. The deceased was not a tenant of the 
building, although he was generally known 
there, but not by name, asthe husband of a 
woman named Virginia Kelly, whose room is 
just above Burrill’sapartments. Norwood has 
a wife who lives within speaking distance of 
the murder. Her room is in a tenement house 
on West Twenty-ninth street, and nearly in 
the same back yard as 226 West Thirtieth 
street. He had not lived with her for many 
months. Burrill knew something about him 


because he had formerly employed Norwood as 
abarber. Fora yearor more Norwood had 


been ont of work, and leading a dissolute life. 


He had met the Kelly woman and discovered 
in her a sweetheart of his younger days, They 
formed an attachment for one another and 
— abandoned his wife to live with the 
Kelly. 

Early in the evening of the murder, Nor- 
word: was seen to enter the building 226, and 
goup three flights of stairs to Virginia Kel- 


: ly’a reem. At about half-past eight, he came 


down stairs and went out. Not long after a man 
with gray hair, short and stout, cams in and 
went to the same room. What became of him, 
is not yet Enown. Norwood returned at mid- 
bight, or very soon after that hour. -The 
events that followed immediately, can only bs 
surmised, but such are thecircamstances th it 
nearly all who have studied the case agree 
upon a theory in which thse points opon to 
doubt are trivial details. The Kelly’sroom 
is a merecloset, The only furniture it con- 
tains is a bed,a chairand a bastared bu- 
reau. There would not be room for anything 
additional, except possibly a smallchair. Two 
empty whieky bottles stood on arude mantel 
nearthe window when your correspoadent 
There was no 


light. Norwood undoubtedly entered the 
recom snpposing that his mistress was thore 


and began to disrobe preparatory to retiring. 


sy the time he had unloosened his garments 
be discovered that the room wasempty. At 
that moment Kelly enterei. She had bean 
on the roof with her gray-haired companion, 
and hearing Norwood come up stairs had run 
down to her room in a fright, lest her infilelity 
should bediscovered. It was her planto make 
Norwocd believe that she had gone to the 
roof alone for a breath of i fresh 
air, @ common enough thing for the 
tenants of the building to do, and while talk- 
ing with him her companion would slip dowa 
the scuttle stairs and make his escape unob- 
served, Norwood, however. was uuder the 
influence of liquorand irritable. His suspicion 
was excited by her manner and they immedi- 
ately got into a violent altercation. Norwood 
started for the roof and saw the form of a man 
descending thestairs, He immodiately rashed 
stit and the man retreated. Norwood and 
Kelly followed the gray-haired man up stairs 
onto the roof, and a fight ensued atonce. A 
éoubt exists as to whether the Kelly or her 
companion stabbed Norwood, but one of them 
did,and in the disarranged condition of his cloth- 
ing it was possible to do so without sutting the 
c'oth anywhere, The wound was one that must 
have proved almost instantly fatal,and Norwood 
sunk helpless to the roof, bleeding profusely. 
Kelly and her companion siw at once wiat 
they had done, and quickly decided upon a 
pian of action, Tae man stooped over ths 
dying Norwood and rearranged his cloth- 
ing. Then with the woman’s aid he dragged 
the body to the edge of the roof and pushed it 
over. The fail broke Burriil’s clothes line, and 
fractured Norwood’s skull and leg. Then af- 
ter waiting to see ifthe disturbance had been 
noted in the builiding the man crept outand 
disappeared, 

The evidence of all the residents of the 
buildings bears out this story remarkably and 
in allparticulars. Burrill was the last tenant 
of the building to comein for the night. It 
was half past eleven, and jast as he was going 
to bed he saw Norwood coming upstairs. Tne 
gray-haired man had been seen to enter Kelly's 
rocm by Mrs. Mitchell and Mrs. Collins, other 
tenants, All these three and Charles D. John 
sop, another tenant, heard the quarral in Kol- 
ly’s room, for there is not the slightost 
trace of blood or any mark on 
the walls or furniture that might have been 
made in a hard strugglé, and if the body had 
dropped from her window it could not have 
fallen in such a way as to more than graze the 
clothes lines running from the Barrill tene- 
ment. There are no marks of blood upon tae 
roof, either, buf at one o’clock of the morsing 
the drizzle that had continued during the eve- 
ning became a violent storm, heavy rain 
driven by a strong northeast wind. It would 
have washed all signs of blood from the tinaed 
roof in five minutes. The pool of blood in 
which Norwood’s body lay wasa large congea!l 
ed clot directedly under him where tne 
1 ain could not have reached it. Your corresp »n- 
dext examined the roof and found distinct 
sigus of astruggle no? far from the scutile. 
There were several scratches on the tin, a3 if 
men’s feet had been punched strenuously ab oat; 
the marks of a boot heel that had been turned 
about on itself were plainly visible, and the 
Cistances of all the marks from each other ia- 
Gicated where the feet of at least two men had 
been during the fight.

‘The Discretionary Power Given to Mayor 
: Hewitt, of New York. | 
New York, June 4—[Special ]—Rum has 
come out of the annual legislative contest this 
year considerably worsted, in spite of. the fact 


that the only change in the laws was won 


against-the opposition of the tempsrauce agit:- 
tors. This change is that act that autho-ize; 
the mayor of New York to license at hi: dis. 
cretion places of amusement and recreation 
where music is performed simultaneously with 
the selling and drinking of beer. Formerly 
beer gardezs with orchestras ranging from a 
piano and a cornet to a full string baud flour- 
ishtd everywhere in viclation of an ancient 
statute that was believed to be a dead letter. 
The revival of this jaw and the enforcement of 
it has been due, mainly to the policy of Mayor 
Hewitt, and partly tothe energetic agitation of 
the people led by Mr. Crosby. Among those 
who have co-operated most earnestly asd ia- 
fluentially with Mr. Crosby, both in this city 
and at Albany, is Mr. D. J. Whitney. Speaking 
of the liquor legislation this morning, he said: 
“Matters stand pretty much as they did be 
fore the legislature convened, but we have 
made a great gain in thoroughly arousing the 
sentiment of the country members and inin- 
gurating an era of obedience to the lawin this 
city. We managed to get a high license bill! 
passed through both houses of the legisiaturs 
but it was vetoed strictly upon  poiitival 
‘grounds, and ihe Vedder bill has just saifcred 
‘the same fate. We regret deep'y the enic:. 
‘ment of the jaw ailowing the sale of beer and 
music together, thongh as long as Mr Hewitt 
is mayo1 there will be no reason for complaint 
He has thus far licensed no more than a few 
Jarge gardens outside the city proper, and wa 
are perfectly willing to submit to his discretion 
in the matter. But what the case will be 
‘when Mr. witt retires it is hard to say. 
There are few men to whom we should 
like to see this discretionary power 
granted. Wopurpose tokeep up the fight 
withall succeeding legislatures and to hold 
the administration in all cases strictly resp n- 
sible for the rigid enforcement of the law, what- 


Sever it may be. That the law on this matter 


can be enforced has been conclusively demon: 
strated during the past few Sandays, and we 
éo rot intend that there shall beany let up in 
the future, If I had my way it would bea psnal 
(ffexee to violate a liquor law, not punishable 
merely with a fing and the revocation of a li- 
cense, butitehould involve a term of imprison- 
ment from tix months toa year. We may yet 
— to that, if we keep up the fight as we in- 
tend to. ' 

“T tell you theonly salvation of the cities 
lies in the conservatism of the country people. 
Criminals of all classes driven out of the coun- 
try towns and small cities by the strong public 
sentiment of such places flock to New York, 
and agood many of them become ram sellers 
All of them drink, and we intend to keep 
drink away from them just as much as we can, 
for statistics show that almost all crims is 
committed under the influence of liquor. Tae 
safety of the city lies in tae rigid enforce 
ment of law directed from Albany. Ifit is not 
so we shall have a new Sodom here. I went 
through the state not long ago and met a great 
many politicians, and.I said tothem, ‘Genfle- 
men, when any member of the legislature from 
New York city proposes a measure in behalf 
of that city, vote it down. No matter 
what itis, vote it down, for you can be sure 
that it has badness and crookedness back of it 
somewhere. All the taik about this policy 
being undemocratic, and all the appeals of the 
city politicians that this municipality should 
bo permitted to rule itself, does not disturb us 
in the least. The people may make the la wa, 
sud if they want to take the government of 
ibis city to Albany, they can do so. But 
whatever the law may be, you may rest assured 
it will be enforced or the administration will 
be held responsible. While we admire Mayor 
Hewitt, and have considerable confidence in 
him, we are unchangeably opposed to his ides 
of permitting any sale whatever of liquor on 
Sunday. Rather than give these liquor dealers 
another inch, we would take away every 
ground and privilege they now possess.”

PHELAN FAILS. 


H.iS LIABILITIES RUN UP ABOVE 
$300,000. 
eR 
A Bemerkable Break-Up in Eusiness-The Atlante 
Cotton Exchange at An Eod-—How the Failure 
Was Brought About-The Assets aud 
Liabilities of the Suspended Firm. 


Mr. S. H. Phelan failed on yesterday morniag. 
The liabilities are about $300,000, and the 
assets are practically nothing, His failure 
cariics Gown the Atlanta Produce and Cotton 
exchange, of which he was propricter, and the 
branch exchanges in Charlotte, Birmingham, 
Montgomery, Selma and Savannah. 

The failure was announced: yesterday morn- 
ing and created considerable talk. Mr. Phe- 
lan has been eminently successfal in business 
in Atlanta, is extremely popular and has 
always had the esteem and confidence of our 
peeple. He has been public spirited and is 
director in most of the public enterprises in 
Atlanta. It has been suspected that he was 
being hurt by the upward plunges of the mar- 
ket in cotton and pork, but no one dreamed 
that he was seriously hurt, 

Before giving the details of this failure, 
which is unique in its way, itis interesting to 
know just what Mr. Phelan’s business was and 
the thecry on which it was run, 

He ran an exchange for 

SPECULATING IN FUTURES 

in cotton, produce and stocks, The theory of 
his business was this: A customer would come 
in ard buy one theusand bales of cotten. Mr. 
Phelan would accept the order and the com- 
mission, and immediately buy one thousand 
bales of cotton in New York to protect himself 
against loss; of course paying a smaller com. 
mission than the one he charged his customer. 
The thecry was not closely followed for two 
reasons. First, the day’s business would often 
protect itself. Twenty men might buy a hun- 
dred bales of cotton each, and fifteen men sell 
a burdred. To make himself safe, Mr. 
Phelan would then have to bay 
simply the difference bet the sales and 
purchase in his own offi Second: The 
market would frequently be so excited that it 
would jump before Mr. Phelan could cover an 
order. For instance, one day a customer 
bought five thousand barrels of pork at $16.50; 
in twenty minutes the price had jumped in 
New York to $19.50, Tce customer closed im- 
mediately, leaving Mr. Phelan out $15,000, 
from his inability to get his covering order in- 
to New York in time. 

Mr. Phelan was seen yesterday at his office. 
He was very much depressed, but fall of the 
nerve and pluck thaf has made him famous, 
He said: 

“My failure is complete. I owe about $300,- 
000. I have nothing on hand with which to 
pay it. Isimply paid outevery dollar I had, 
hoping that the market would turn and thatI 
could recoup my losses. When my money was 
gone, and not until then, I closed my busi- 
ners.” 

“When did you know that you had failed?’ 

‘Yesterday morning. I received a telegram 
frcm Henry Hentz in New York, who had of- 
ten backed me for any amount within reason. 
I found three days ago that I would need 
abcut twenty thousand dollars and wrote him 
forit. Hetelegraphed me that he could not 
advanceit. I received this dispatch on Friday 
night and on Saturday morning I know that 
I must giveup. I had mortgaged my property 
in order to carry on my business and had no 
resources.” 

‘Where did you make your losses?” 

“We lost thirty-eight thousand dollars in 
pork about three months ago when the big 
sdvance in pork took place, Oar customers 
bcught heavily and 

THE MARKET JUMPED AWAY FROM US, 

No matter how swift we were we could not 
cover an order before it met a loss. We stood 
the pork losses without trouble as they 
amounted to only $38,000. We then lost$12,000 
in Birmingham by the wires being tapped. 
This aid not hurt us seriously, but when the 
cotton market began to jump I began to fear 
(here was troubleahead, One night the market 
closed at a certain figure and I had an enormous 
amcunttocover. The next morning it opened 
seventeen points above the figures at which I 
had sold theevening before, and I had to buy in 
atthatloss. Intwo months we have paid out 
early two hundred thousand dollars, which 
represents the losses ourexchanges have metin 
colton in spite of our effort to eover our trades 
aseoonas possible. We paid our losses right 
along and might have weathered even this storm 
bad it not been thatthe coffee market took an 
upward rise and hit us heavily. All this com- 
bined simply exhausted what we had made in 
the lest five or six years,and left us without a 
dollar.” 

A PECULIAR FACT ABOUT THE LOSSES, 
“Where do the losses fall?” 
“That opens a curious question. Oat of the 

$300 000 we owe there is*not over $10,000 actu- 
aily lost by cur creditors. For example, there 
is nota bank that Joses a dollar by us, and 
there is not over $10000 of other psople’s 
money involvedin our liabilities. It is almost 
For insjance, we owe our 
largest creditorin Atianta $15,000, but he never 
put up a dollar of margin, and we have nota 
dollar of his money in our hands.

Some Suggestions of a Failure. 

There are some points noted in coanection 
with the failure of Mr.S H. Phelan, which 
are significant and suggestive. 

In the first place Mr. Phelan was worth 
four months ago about $250,000, the most of 
which was incash, This morning he owes 
$200,000 and has not $300 with which to 
pay it. 

In the next place, while Mr. Phelan owes 
about $300,000, it is stated that his creditors 
bave not actually lost over $10,000. The 
vast bulk of the losses is in unpocketed 
profits—profits made as a rule without 
putting up a single actual dollar. It is said 
that the hardest money to lose is the money 
you bave made easily and have not yet en- 
joyed. While this may be true in the ab- 
stract, we feel sure that Mr. Phelan’s credi- 
tors will be glad that their losses are not in 
margins secured at inconvenience aud put 
up with fear and trembling, but are rather 
shadowy profits which cost nothing but 
worry and risk, which they have never 
hgndied—and which now, alas! they never 
will handle. Itis certainly better for the 
community thatthe lossis ina profit that 
was to have been paid, and not in money 
already paid. If wefailto gef from New 
York the $300,000 it owes us—for Wall 
street is at last the debtor—we can congrat- 
ulate ourselves that New York has not taken 
$300,000 in actual cash away from us. These 
cons .derations will not console Mr. Phelan’s 
creditors, but are offered as part of the sug- 
gestive history of the failure. 

The most remarkable feature, however, of 
the whole matter is the statement that Mr. 
Phelan’s exshange has bought and sold ten 
millions of dollars worth of cotton, produce 
and stocks ina single day. The entire act- 
ual trade of Atlanta, wholesale and retail, is 
put at eighty millionsa year. In one day 
Mr. Phelan has done a business equal 
to oneseighth of the whole city of Atlanta 
for a whole year. In that one day he bought 
and sold stuff worth more than the value of 
the whole city’s business fora month. It is 
certain from this statement that in that one 
dingy little oflice on a corner there was more 
business done than in this great city outside 
ofthat oflice,and that through that beardless 
boyish-looking man more values went in 
exchange than were aggregated by every 
merchant and manufacturer in Atianta. 
one day he bought and sold over 100,000 
ba'es of cotton—nearly the whole crop 
marketed in Atlanta in the season. Sach is 
the enormous facilities of speculation that 
these things are possible. 

It may be argued that Mr. Phelan’s busi- 
nees was illegitimate. Some of the best names 
in the country figure in the same business 
and some of the best men in the south were 
hiscustomers. In any event he has taken 
fairly and squarely the logic of his position, 
and in three months sees himself stripped of 
the fortune that it took years to accumulate 
and plunged into hopeless debt. He has 
been generour, public-spirited and square, 
He counts his friends by the thousands, and 
has too much character and ability to rem 4in 
long in defeat or depression. 


New York's Grand Cathedral, 

New York is to have a grand cathedral, 
one of the prandest and most costly in tue 
world. : 

It is to be erected by the Protestant Epis: 
copal church, and will be to that faith in 
this country what St. Paul’s is to the church 
of England. Such a cathedral was projected 
years ago, but only recently have the plans 
for its erection taken anything like definite 
form. The organization has been perfected, 
and among the trustees are Rev. Drs, Mor- 
gan Dix of Trinity and W. R. Huntington 
of Grace, Hamilton Fish> Stephen P. Nash, 
W. W. Astor, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Richard 
Auchmuty and J, Pierpont Morgan. 

Bishop Potter, who is one of the most active 
promoters of the cathedral movement, says 
that the great temple will not be sectarian in 
ary Darrow sense. Its foundersaspire to make 
it the great religious forum of Protestant 
Christianity in this country. The bishop 
says the cathedral will offer ‘‘to all men, of 
whatever condition or fellowship, the minis- 
trations of religion in a language uaderstood 
by the common people, bidding to their pul- 
pits the ablest and most honored teachers, 
free for meditation, devotion or rest at all 
hours, without fee or restriction,’’ and thus 
be ‘‘a witness to the brotherhood of human- 
ity in the bond of the Divine Nazarene, and 
of the need of the human heart for some 
worthy place and voice for the expression of 
its deepest needs. . . . Sacha building 
would ofa necessity, under our present con- 
dition, require to be administered by the 
church under whose control it would ba 
reared, but its welcome would be for all 
men of whatsoever fellowship, and its infla- 
ence would be felt in the interests of our 
common Christianity throughout the whole 
land.’’ 7 

The cathedral will also be the center of 
gieat educational and missionary effort, and 
will promote charitable enterprises of vari- 
ous kinds.

The 
prince is raid to be secretly circulating an 
appeal to his brother princes to join him in 
an uprising against the conquerors. He 
urges his friends to arm and organize and 
be ready for a sigaal. 

The prince is in sympathy with the Rus- 
sians, and it may be a partof the pro- 
gramme to excite serious distarbances in 
India just when the Russians are ready to 
make an aggressive movement in Central 
Asia. The affair goes to prove what has always 
been suspected, the utter untrustworthi- 
ness Of Evgland’s Indian allies. When the 
matter is reduced toa fine point we do not 
see how Dhuleep and his countrymen can be 


dissolved in blood-and tears, and the succes- 
sors of Clive and Hastings have done noth-

Under the circumstances Dhuleep is not 
altogether culpable.

Quarantine Precautions, 

It is decided as a settled fact that the yel- 
low fever at Key West will become epidemic, 
and the cities and towns north of that place 
are clamorivg for the enforcement of a rigid 
quarantine. 

The lower end of the Mississippi valley is 
on its guard against cholera as well as yel- 
low fever, and the situatien calls for the 
most efficient precautionary measures, 

Southern ports and interior points will 
find that their only safety lies in enforcing 
vigorous quarantine methods against Key 
West, Havana, and all infected localities, 
Yellow fever has been known to prevail in 
Pensacola without spreading northward, 
and the proper steps may confine it to Key 
West this year. — 

In the Miesissippi valley the aspect of 
affairs is more serious. Tae New Orleans 
and Louisiana authorities have too heavy a 
burden to bear. The Ship Island quaran- 
tine station, maintained by the general gov. 
ernment, is a great help, but it is a small 
part of the defensive measures necessary to 
protect the entire valley. Perhaps the pub- 
lic health is a matter of too much impor- 
tance to be trusted to the action of separate 
states. In a fight with death the states 
should be willing to allow the federal 
health authorities to go ahead and do their 
level best for the common good.

that the way to reduce the surplus is to pro- 
vide a way for paying off the debt more rap 
idly. 

There may be a good deal of common sense 
in this view. Nevertheless, the surplus can 
be reduced in accordance with the desire of 
the American people by abolishing the infa- 
mous internal revenue system. The Post 
thinks that congress cam provide some 
method of paying the public debt that will 
reduce the surplus and prevent any political 
tinkering with affairs. Buatour contempo- 
rary is mistaken. The public debt can 
only be paid as it falls due and, in the mean- 
time, the emergency tax levied on the peo- 
ple for the purpose of prosecuting the war 
continues te pile up a surplus in the treas- 
ury. This acccumulation is assuredly 2 
as dangerous as some of the eastern organs 
pretend, but it is serious enough. Itis a 
fraud on the people who pay the taxes. 

It will not remedy the situation one iota 
to reduce the surplus by making bargains 
with the bondholders. The bondholders are 
getting along passably well, but the people 
who pay the taxes are not getting on as well 
as they might.

HAWTHORNE ON ATLANTA, 


The {City Grows Thirty-Three Per Cent 
Since Prohibition, 
From the St. Louls Republican. 

Rev. Dr. Hawthorne, pastor of the First 
Baptist church of Atlanta, Ga., arrivedinthe ci‘y 
yesterday and will deliver two sermons Sunday in 
the Second Baptist church of this city. Speaking 


“of the effects of prohibition in Atlanta, Dr. Haw- 


thorne said: ‘‘Many of the citizens who opposed 
prohibition on conscientious grounds have, after 
noting its effects, come over to our way of think- 
ing. The city has grown at least 33 per cent since 
the law went into effectand the consumption of 
liquor among the laboring classes has decreased 
not less than 90 percent. Of course there aresome 
rich gentlemen who have been drinking whisky 
all their lives who drink it yet, but the drinking 
among the young men and the laboriug classes 
has decreased, There were a great many viola- 
tions of the law in the beginning, principally 
brought about by the efforts of the enemies of the 
law, who tried to make it odious, but after offend ars 
bad tranrgretscd once or twice the city judge 
warned them if they cameup again they wou'd 
wear stripes. Since that stand was taken the vio- 
lations have been few.’’ 

“What prosperity attends the jug business?’ 

“We have what we Calla ‘jug train’ that comes 
up from Griffin every day. Thistrain brings upa 
score of ‘jugs’ every morning to those who desire 
and can afford toimpertitin this way. Domestic 
wines are allowed for sale, butthis class of bev- 
erage isnot very much patronized by whisky or 
beer drinkers.”’

A ten years’ close reading of northern peri- 
odicals and books on the south by northern writers 
has led me to ask if it be not time to lay aside the 
constant side thrusts, untruthful inuendves, totally 
incorrect descriptions of the southern people and 
“most unkindest cut of all’’ patronizing advice so 
lavishly dealt to the south? The pledge made by 
the starved men who stacked their arms—forever— 
at Appomattox more than twenty years ago has 
been honestly kept; as their silence under the 
affliction of multitudinous accurate (?) descriptions 
of them and their section would indicate. But 
alas! the pen, that feathery agent. always more 
exasperating and insidyous, if not mightier than. 
the sword, has be elded with an energy and 
persistence, that had the writers all been soldiers 
and as valient with war-like weapons as they have 
been untiring with swiftly moving goose quills, the 
war would, indeed, have béen over in the appoint- 
ed thirty days, Who has kept up sectionalism? 
The routh, whose silence has never been broken 
by retaliation in kind or the north, whose maga- 
zive articles on the south would provoke indigaa- 
tion inany southerner guilty of a remnant of self- 
respect, and this while boasting of its desire for 
resonciliation? 

No southern papers publish or southern authors 
write abusive articles of the north: the hard things 
are written by the side that talks loudest of recon- 
Ciliation. lt has truly been said of: John Esten 
Cook, who loved his own stateso well, that ‘‘he 
never built up the cavalier by disparaging the pu- 
ritap.’’ Many people, who felt the brunt of the 
war, would have long since forgotten. much of the 
needless cruelty thereof, had not memory been 
guickened by boastful descriptions of what taey 
had suffered. 

The large number of southerm magazine writers, 
who are just now before the public, to be success- 
fu), must (it would seem) avoid any description of 
the better grade of southern life. Negro dialect— 
Tennessee mountain dialogue—description of Flor- 
ida|cragkers— all are acceptable and enjoyed; but 
a novel depicting, truthfully, southern society 
findsi{but fewreaders eyen though the author be 
firiunate enough to méet a publisher sufficientiy 
reck’ess to enfold bis production between the coy- 
ers of a bcok. A Cecription of war events, even, 
except these bistorical accounts by generals, must 
exbale en cdor ofceep contrition. The Romans 
of the north have a laudable desire to read about 
dixian Csrthege, but it must be asthe Romans 
would jhave it 

“Never a hint of the fray,’’ 

‘Never a shadow of the gray,”’ 
or back con es your Ms, no matter how religiously 
truthful your sketch may have been. 

The utterly incorrect impressiors of southern 
public. schcols existing at the north, is mainly due 
to newspaper correspondents and magazine con- 
tributors, added to the pulpit utterances of those 
who desire to pose as philanthropists. 

I know, to my own knowledge, of fine colored 
schoolsin Virginia—taught,by Virginia ladies— 
= by Virginia taxpayers—at a time when I 

eard it announced from a Methodist pulpit, the 
“only way by which colored children could be 

taught in the scuth was by northern mission- 
aries.’ 

Even atthe present moment the newspapers are 
insisting that the negro “ought tobe educated”’ in 
such terms that uninformed people would natur- 
ally imagine that the question was enly under dis- 
cussion, while the truth is, that the negrois being 
educated at the expense of the south. Eleyen 
years ago Latin was taughtin the colored public 
schools in Petersburg, Va, and, as far as I am 
aware, the only free normal college in the state 
of Virginia (except of course, the Hampton insti- 
tute), is for colored people: 

The fact that the south, left twenty years ago 
without money or credit, and with half of her 
men maimed, has been able to regain in a 
measure her prosperity and to supply any 
schools for the immense number of colored 
people (few of whom pay.any taxes), while strug- 
giing for an existence, is amatter deserving of en- 
couragipg approval; but isa point which, by some 
mental Beene nay seems alway? forgotten by 
those writers who find an ever ready subject of 
disapprovalin the smallest defect in any system 
south of the Potomac. 

Amid the various attitudes in which the south- 
erner hasbeen made to pose while he was being 
written up (or down), few writers have dwelt upon - 
his courage in adversity—patience under taunts 
or. his determined will amid adverse circumstances. 
Verily his virtues haye been severely let alone. 

One woman writer is quite depressed, while 
traveling in Virginia, at'the want of decorative art 
in the homes of the plainer people. She logically 
ascribes it all to want of taste, neglecting to see, 
among other things unfolded to her vision, want

road stations, seen through the car windows, is

€ it understood, flattering tothem. Imagine the 
indignation of New England should a foreigner 
write up his impressions of Massachusetts, from 
views optained at railroad stations, 

The astounding statement, recently pub- 
lished by a _ returned yoyager, that the 
“traveler may look in vain in large cities in the 
south for any sort of book store, except a news 
room,” isso palpably absurd that it deserves no 
denial to those who have ever visited the south, 
snd to those who have not, it would scarcely, in 
these days of doubt in the marvelo1s, be credited. 
The motive for such siatements is the factor 
waxrted. In all the lerze cities in the south there 
are certainly one or more shops called book 
stores, where all kinds of books are dealt in. If 
these are not ‘‘some sort’’ of book stores then Web- 
ster’s definition of the word is incorrect. 

A novelist, whose scene is ina southern state, 
after portraying a very dishonorably coaducted 
political meeting, adds: ,‘‘They were, in a south- 
ern tense, honorable gentlemen.” Is there, then, 
more than one kindof honor?’ After mentioning 
that-the father of his heroine was a college maa 
aud a Greek scholar, he says of the heroine: ‘‘She 
knew little of books. In her mind books were as- 
sociated with the ptruggling negro college on the 
hill.” Had she never heard her father mention 
any Of his old school booss? He gravely writes of 
a welcome visitor—a major—at the house of an in- 
fluential planter. ‘‘He had not reached the state 
in whtch he could murder a manin cold biooi.” 
‘In the pursusnce of his political duties 

had found it necessary 

several negroes, to. say nothing 

he bad maimed for life.’ Thisis the descriptioa 
ofasoutbern ‘society man.’’ The death of the 
marshal’s json, in a fight with moonshiners, ca'ls 
forth the following burst of eloquence, “‘he has fal- 
len inanoble cause, bis country’s.”’ Since the 
moonshiner’s crime is defrauding the goveram2nt 
of taxes, can’tsomebody die for his coantry, at the 
north, in capturing av importer of smugeled goods, 
He says further, of the major described above, ‘‘he 
iS LO worse than hundreds and hundreds of others 
here’’—and tben the au hor complacently wonders 
why thesouth should feelany bitterness to the 
borth. His descriptionof the rapturous manner in 
which the southern maiden throws herself at the 
bead of the northern suitor would be ridiculous 
could one forget the unjust impression it produces. 
The marshal states, with surprising nonchalaace, 
that a few weeks before ‘seven promineut negroes 
were Called out and shot;’’ but we begin to be ac- 
customed to such small (?) horrors, and wonder 
what will come next. 

He seriously states, at one point, that a “‘cannon 
was placed in a wir dow through which the nezroes 
were required to vote;’’ this was, nodoubt, the 
big gun of the campaign.

A MOVEMENT TO. ABOLISH THE 
USE OF FERMBNTED WINE. 
eR ee ARR eat me NS 
The Methedist Book Concern Furnishing Grape 
Juice to Methodist Churches Free of Jost -How 
to’Prepare and Preserve the Juice of the 
Grape for the Communion Bervice, 


New York, Jane 4.—[Special.]—Total ab- 
stinence agitation has suddenly taken a new 
dircction. The action of several church boties 
in commending the use of unfermented grape 
juice, instead of alcoholic wine, in the com- 
munion service, is the first outcome of a deter- 
mined effort to abolish intoxicants from the 
Lord’s supper. The Methodist Book Concern 
is now supplying grape juice at cost to all the 
churches of that denomination who order it, 
and the National Temperance society hasa 
brand of its ownonsale. Besides, several of 
the American wine companies have gone into 
this specialty for profit, and pastors through- 
out the land are getting circulars. Tae 
tse of unfermented “wine” for sacra- 
mental purposes among the Protestant 
churches of this city and vicinity, as well as 
in other large communities, has rapidly ex 
tended durirg the past year. The custom is 
growing, despite the opposition of many leading 
clergyman on doctrinal and other grounds 
Secretary J. N. Steams says that the National 
Temperance society has disposed of about 500 
quarts lately. The sample produced resembled 
light port wine in color, but is slightly clouded 
aud discloses considerable sediment when held 
up to the light, It is estimated that about 100 
churches in New York and Brooklyn use the 
unf: rment«d aiticle in the comm n ion service. 
The Methodist churchea hereabouts have al- 
mist entirely diecard: d the usecf fir ce sted 
wine for the sacrament. 

Dr, Wright, a philanthropic dentist of Lon- 
don, hasspent many years and thousands of 
dollars experimenting in the manufacture of 
an article which should possess all the quali- 
ties of fermented wine, except the alcoholic 
prepeity, He believes he has succeeded in pro- 
duc.ng a beverage, that, for color,cleanness and 
lietetic value, is fully equal to the bes: fer- 
mented light wines. This wive is used at the 
+muual benquet of the British Temperance 
association, Aneffort was made by the Na- 
tional Temperance society to procure the im: 
portation of Dr. Wright’s finid at the rate of 
duty on fruit juice (20 per cent), but the 
treasury department retased, and adhered to 
the 50 per cent duty which is exacted in the 
case of fermented wines. The article manufac 
tured for the Methodist Book Concern in New 
Jersey and elsewhere has been recommended 
by competent authorities as an on intoxicating, 
wholesome beverage. S. Dana Hayes, stato 
assayer of Massachusetts, gives it his unquali- 
fied indorsement, asa beverage free from all 
cel terious substance, among temperance péo: 
ple and religions bodies thateschew the use of 
the ‘mocker.”’ But the largest single mann: 
facturer of unfermented‘‘wine” in this coantry, 
actusted solely by business motives, and his 
agents in this city have sold about five thous- 
and quarts during the past year, and, owing 
to the new boom, recently gave a hasty erder 
for ten thousand quarts. The Methodist Book 
Concern, however, still sell more than anv 
other establishment. cena 

Experienced manufacturers declare tae 
nothing can be easier than the production and 
preservation of unfermented “wine.” The pro- 
ceesisspeedy as well as simple. The pare 
juice cf the grape, fresh from the press if pos- 
tible,as exposure tothe air, even fora few 
hours, often induces slight fermentation, is 
boiled down to about one half its normal vol- 
ume. It is then poured while warm into ordi- 
naiy glass bottles and hermitically sealed. 
Grape juice put up in this way will keep un- 
fermented for several years. The usual price is 
5 per dozen pints, or $9 per dozen quarts. 

Now thatthe legislative season is over, the 
total abstinence advocates will make a summer 
specisity of unfermented grape juice for com- 
munion, snd many campmeetings in its interest 
are projected,

Errors inthe Use of Words. 
H. T. 8. in Hartford Times. 

There are mary things which show the ne- 
cessity of making school education more ‘‘con- 
crete’’and less ‘‘abstract;’’ and I would like to 
speak of a few illustrations that have recently 
come to my notice, of mistakes made in grammar 
and orthography. At the best our English gram- 
mar is confusing, but many errors frequently occur 
which are not justified by this excuse. 

How many people of adult years would correctly 
expand the contraction in the following sentence: 
“]’d rather not?” A large majority of them, I feel 
sure, indicate what their answer would be by the 
use of such sentences as these: ‘‘Had you rather go 
or stay?” “Had you better do this?’’—not knowing 
thet the auxillary to be used in these cases is 
‘“‘would,’”’ not “had.’ Make a practice of observ- 
ing the conversation of those around you, and see 
if I am not correct in the statement that nineteen 
out of every twenty say, ‘‘had rather’ and “had 
better’ for ‘‘would rather’ and ‘‘would better.” 

Ancther common error, frequently found in first 
Class literary papers—even the scholarly Sunday- 
School Times of Philadelphia, the New York Critic 
and the Century Magazine not being free from it— 
is the wrong use of ‘‘but” with ‘‘not.’’ Good pub- 
lic speakers, ministers and others are often heard 
to use sentences similar in construction in this re- 
spect to the following: “I cannot but doso,’’ “I 
cannot but think,”’ ete. The word 
“but’’ in this construction has a negative meaning 
rendering the word ‘“‘not’’ superfluous in these 
sentences (which contain insuch case two nega- 
tives), and making the correct reading of them, ‘I 
can but do so.”’ “I can but think.’”’ To those who 
recoguize the error it is a very annoying one. 

In connection with this subject I would like to 
mention the careless interchange of the potentials 
“can’’ and “may.” The force of the exact mean- 
ing of a sentence is often lost because a distinction 
is not made in their use. Some of the more evident 
cases of their misuse are found (in common use) 
like there: “Can I go?’ (when asking for permis- 
sion); ‘‘these articles can be seen at such a place;’’ 
“tickets can be had at the drugstore’ Ina sen- 
tence where permission or opportunity is meant to 
be implied, and not merely power or capability, 
the strength of the sentence is lost by using ‘‘can”’ 
inttead of ‘‘may,’” leaving the matter of correct- 
ness out of the question. 

And as regards orthography we are all familiar 
with instances of the incorrect spelling of many 
words, but sign and placard-painters and letterers 
can poorly afford to be negligent in this matter; 
yet some of the most flagrant errors are occasion- 
ally met with on signs and placards. I will men- 
tion three, in spelling or punctuation, that I have 
noticed in Hartford: One firm advertises ‘‘Nickel 
Plating’’ in Jarge letters; another displays a card 
which contains the word ‘“Cuspadores;’ anda 
clothing store calls attention to ‘‘Mens’ Cloth- 
ipg.’’

Searcy manufactures ice cream in the base- 
mcnt of the Ethel house, and his parlor and 
freezix grocm are the favorite haunts of the 
children living inthe house. The little Smith 
gir] bas been one of the most frequent visitors 
at the place, 

Yesterday morning Searcy was arrested upon 
a warrant charging bim with agsault’ with in. 
tenttoccmmit rape upon the person of the 
Emith child, and last eveping he was arraigned 
before Justice Manning fora hearing. The 
little gir] told her story in a straightforward 
manner. The only other witnesses were 
Sesrcy, who made a statement, and a little 
negro in Searcy’s employ, who testified to 
being presentin the room at the time the as- 
eault was alleged to have been committed, and 
who corroborated Searcy’s statement, At the 
conclusion of the hearing, the man was bound 
over to the supezior court in the sum of $200, 
He gave bond. 

SEARCY’S STATEMENT, 

“Tam as innocent of any crime, or any at- 
tempt to commii crime,” said Mr. Searcy toa 
CONSTITUTION reporter, “as a man could pos- 
sibly be. If I were guilty of any crime of the 
sort I ought to be burned alive.” 

“What is the whole truth of the trouble?” 

“There kas been no trouble whatever, so far 
asl know. The first intimation I had of any 
euch charge was this morning, when I was 
served with the warrant. The little girl 
charges that I made indecent proposals to her, 
and fixes last Thursday afternoon as the tims. 

“A bout three o’clock that afternoon shes came 
into my place of business and asked me to set 
her up to ice cream. You, see there are halfa 
dczen little girls about the house who are al- 
ways 1unpning about my place. When Maggie 
aeked me to give her some ice cream I refused 
end told her to go away, as I was busy. She 
stil] hurg around, and in order to get rid of 
her I threatened to throw her into a hole in 
the wall of my freezing room. The hole is 
just about large enough to holda man. Right 
beneath it sat the chest in which I keep my 
cak es.

I picked Maggie up and sat her upon the cake 
bex. I left her there and went intothe back 
room to work. In afew minutes she jumped 
down from the box and came to the door of 
the back room. She was mad at me for not 
tivixrg her the ice cream, but later on ssemed 
to get over it, and asked me to play some 
cards with her. lI refused at first, but after- 
wards played three games with her at one of 
the tables in my parlor. 

“IT suppose her foolish story was told because 
ehe was mad at me that afternoon. As I told 
you, I bad no idea of any prosecution or 
charge esgainst me until this morning when 
the warrant wes served upon me. The charge 
against me is utterly falee.

It is 
violently revolutionary. Jesus puts the final judg- 
ment on what men have done. Jesus practiced such 
tublime morality that even the atheism of thes 
times dare not pluck from his forehead the chaptet 
of praise which the pase have placed there. ~The 
reason why the morality of the church is its great 
test before the world is thatits moralityis in the 
eye of the sun, in the market place. That is the 
part of a pious life where the borrowing and buy- 
ing, the lending and selling are done. It wal«s 
where men seeit. Prayers are mostly in secret. 

The world tries our Mormon Jezeb2l1 by the same 
test. She has accomplished much, and makes the 
most exalted claims. But what of her moralities! 
The civilized world agrees that her home is the 
plague spot of the enlightened earth. Romanism 
is condemned by the same test. 

The state needs Christian morality,for the bloody 
absolutism of the mobis as dangerousas that of 
the one. The church must put alever under the 
conscience of this nation and lift it nearer to God. 

Ideal morality is the child of purified impulses. 
Hence nothing has larger promise of it than the 
radical,historic Christly doctrine of the new birth. 
This must be followed by a thorough education of 
the moralsense. Christianity, born of divine love, 


. mantled with divine power, penetrated and sur- 


charged with «od, sends its beams into the strects 
and alleys where men live, into the workshops 
where they toil, into the markets where they buy 
and sell, toshow them duty. Miracics and morai- 
ity are the two great evidences of Christianity, 
God furnishes the miracles, Let the church fur- 
nish the morality.

Among the {men who went out to the South 
African diamond fields, poverty stricken and 
bankrupted, there were many who mide large 
sums of money. 

Henry Green, a Canadian, went there with- 
out a dollar, and some years ago returned to 
America a rich man. He subsequently return- 
ed to Kimbley, and is now worth 200,000 
pounds sterling. 


A Scotchman named Ferguson and an Eng- 
lishman named Daniel Ebdon, of London, went 
there without a cent. They began at the low- 
est round of the ladder. Today their weaith 
is reckoned by the thousands of pounds, and 
all wes made out of the earth at Kimbley. 

‘Diamonds, found in connection with water, 
said Caldon, “are of better quality and com 
mand better prices than stones picked up in 
the dry diggings; their color is genorally bet- 
tir, and they are frequently pure, white stones. 
Tre size of an ordinary diamond is from four 
to seven anda half grains. Sucha stone, of 
gocd quality, is worth from thirty to forty 
pounds, or $200,” : 

“In Kimbley the diamond finds opened the 
eyes of the geologists and mineralogists, It 
had long been acecpted as a theory that ita- 
columyte was an indication of the existence of 
Giamonds. But not so in South Africa—dia- 
monds there are found in connection with 
bouth or pure carbon, and not with deposits 
of gold, as in California and Australia. This 
bouth has almost the specifi: gravity‘of the dia- 
mond, and makes one of the best and most 
useful polishing stones obtainable. It is used 
largely for that purpose. 

“The value of diamondsis notas great as 
they were some years ago. An excellent stone 
of eight karats weight can be now purchased 
for neatly half of what it formerly cost. 

“Diamonds will never become common, There 
is no danger that they will one day be worth- 
less, but they will never become as costly and 
rare as they once were.” 

“Why ?” 

“Because ‘they are now found in large quan- 
tities, and have been found for many years. 
Trere are lots of them in the world. 
The great collection are being broken 
upend putupon the market; they are not 
bearded and secreted as they once were. These 
are the reasons, and they are good ones, too,” 


“Are there diamonds in Georgia ?” 
“I believe there are.” 
“T have never found any, but the indications 


are good, and I feel certain that some day some 


lucky explorer will be rewarded for his patieut 
research, 

“On the south slope of the Blue Ridge, in 
the ecuthern part of Carolina and the northern 
pert of Georgia, in the neighborhood of la‘i- 
tude 36 to 28 south, I feel certain that dia- 
monds will one day be found. 

“Té will be the only rare stone that has nevar 
been fonnd in Georgia if it is never brought to 
light. Rutherford, North Carolina, is also a 
place where indications point to the existence 
of diamonds.” 

“By the way,” said Mr. Caldon, “the largest 
amount of gold on exhibition at Philadelph'a 
in 1876, was packed at Kimbley, in which op- 
eration I assisted; it was carried over by an 
American, who was a hotel keeper at Kiubley, 
a fellow named Camerom, who had madea vast 
amount of money. Some of the naggets 
weighed four to seven pounds, and one nugget 
weighed fourteen pounds, The whole exhibil 
touched the beam at eighty-six pounds.”

A Glance Overthe Literary Field—The Gon- 
federate Civil Service—Mr. Page’s Stories 
Colonel Henry D. Capers is engsged in mak- 

ing some very important contributions to con: 

federate history. We have before ua part I. of 
his “Recollections of Civil Servics of the Con- 
federate Government.” As private secretary 
of Mr. Memminger, the first confederate sec- 
retary of the treasury, Colonel Capers had un- 
limited opportunities for observation, and he 
is now turniug these opportunities to 
account. His recollections are not only inter- 
esting in themselves, but they form a definite 
part of the history of the organization of the 
confederate government. 

The treasury department, for instance, begun

very limited bank account. When the presi- ¥ 


dent sent a requisition on the department for 
fands to provide rations and blankets for one 
hundred men, the officer was politely informed 
that there were but five dollars in 
the treasury, and this amount was 
the property of Colonel Capers, the 
treasurer’s clerk. This difficulty was soon got 
over, however, and it was not many months 
before the government had as much credit as 
it needed and tons of paper ‘money. General 
Toombs used to say of the fiush times of those 
days that the negroes who managed the hand- 
presses on which the treasury notes were 
printed, worked all day to supply the govern- 
ment with funds and all night to pay them- 
selves off.

There is 
something lacking in our writers, 
even in the ablest, which unfits them for tha 
writing of novels, of stories of real life and real 

atis to say, which areas different 

hings that are now assuming their 

claiming to exercise their function, 

ays of Shakspeare are from the playsof 

cicault, or as military history is from the 

war papers inthe Century Magazine, The 

novelist is more than the story-teller, in that 

he includes the story-teller among other of his 

personalties. He is adramatist whose busines; 

is to delineate and develop character, and a his- 

torian, whose businessis to understand and 

transfer tohis pagesthe time in which he 

writes—in other words, to catch the living 
manners as they rise. 

“If he cannot do these things anddo them 
well, he may write stories as long as ‘The 
Grand Cyrus’ and as orthodoxas ‘The Pil- 
grim’s Progress,’ but he is not a novelist. We 
have produced novelists Jof the Sromantic 
order—Cooper being one—and we have pro- 
duced romancers who are not novelists—Haw- 
thorne being one; but novelists in the large 
sense, which includes Balzacand Dumas and 
George Sand, as well as Fielding and Smollett 
and Dickens and Thackeray, we are without, 
whatever our would-be masters of fiction may 
think and their thoughtless, subservient critics 
may say. What we produce now, and it is all 
that we do produce, isthe growth of a now 
race of tellers of short stories, who 
excel all that went before them in draw- 
ing upon what they have seen and known 
rather than upon their imaginations 
or fancies, They limit themselves withia the 
range of their own knowledge, and they draw 
the aspects of life with which they are familiar. 
They are specialists, so to speak, workers in 
fields that have hitherto been neglected or 
traversed by earlier writers only in their 
moments of leisure. They represent what 
may be called the provincial—the remote, the 
rustic life and manners of the American people 
~-—the forte of these being the comprehension of 
New Eng)and, the forte of those the comprehen- 
sion of the west, and the forte of the remainder 
the comprehension of the south--a larger section 
of territory with a mixed population of 
patrician families, poor whites and colored 
Americans of African descent, over all of 
whom rests the shadow of a great war, 

“The best writers of stories that we now 
have—the writers of short stories, be if under- 
stood, as contradistinguished from novelistse— 
are of southern birth, and are devoted to the 
task for which they alone of all American wri- 
ters are fitted—the task—the labor of Icve, let 
us eay— of painting their own people and man- 
ners. The best of these specialists are Miss 
Murfree, Mr. Harris, and Mr. Page—Mr. Thom- 
as Nelson Page, who has been writing in the 
megazines of the north sincethe closs of the 
war, and who has just made a collection of his 
writings, under the title of “In Ole Virginia, 
or Marse Chau and Other Stories.” There are 
qualities in these stories of Mr. Page which we 
do not find in those of any other southern an- 
thor, or not to the same extent and in the same 
force—and they are the qualities which are too 
often wanting in modern literature. They are 
neither literary nor to be acquired by literary 
processes, however laborious and however toil- 
some, but are the direct, the spontaneous, the 
natural growth, the flowerand frait of his 
genius, They are qualities which we attribute 
to the hearts rather than the heads of writers, 
as if there was any noble, human quality whose 
roots were not in the head as well as the heart, 

“There is a spell in the storicsof Mr. Page, 
which we are not able to analyze—which we 
would not analyze if we could—in that it ap: 
peals to our feelings,the simplestas well as the 


deepest, and that we can no more resist than - 


we can our inclination to weep, or to laugh, 
when we are moved to do either. He is a 
moving story-teller, one of the few who are 
iustinctively drawn to dramatic characters and 
situations, and who handle them as the hu- 
mane old fisher Walton wished his disciples to 
handle their wormsas if they loved them, Mr. 
Page’s forte, after his fidelity in delineating

The 
cheapness with which foreign books may be re- 
produced, the entire work in some cases, from 
typesetting to binding, being done by machinery, 
has tempted them to overstock the market. Only 
a‘mall proportion of these publications pay ex- 
penses, and as the meager profits are divided 
among several concerns publishing the same book, 
it is a wonder to many that they have stood the 
strain so long. Much depends upon the approach- 
ing summer season, and if conscientious people will 
avoid buying the cheap libraries there will be a re-

ABOUT DIRT ROADS. 


The Evil and Remedy---The Economy of 
Having Good Roads, 
From The Nation, 

About this time of year Americans bagin to 
give an amount of attention to roads and road- 
making which is sadly wanting during the rost 
of it. There is probably no people in tho 
world which has made such progress in the arts 
of civilized life generally that seems to care so 
little for what a good many social philosophers 
putamong the very foremost of them, the art of 
road-making. In fact, some philosophers have 
pronounced the history of roads the history of 
civilization. Nothing distinguishes a civilized 
country from a barbarous one so markedly as 
the difference between the means of communi- 
cation between one lecality and another. As 
& general rule, one knows that a people is ris- 
ing in the social scale by seeing its roads im- 


_ prove; one knows that it is declining by seeing 


its reads go outof repair. Nothing marked so 
vividly the great plunge into barbarism which 
Europe took after the fall of the Roman em- 
pire as the disappearance of the superb lines 
of communication which led from 
the forum straight aS an 
arrow to every corner of the Roman world 
Noihing, too, tells the tale of Chinese dec. 
cence £o distinctly as the ruin which has over- 
taken the great roads and canals which at an 
earlier period connected the capital with the 
piovinces, When an American goes to Europe 
for the first time, nothing seems odder than 
the superiority of the European roads in coun. 
tries which can make no pretence of eqaaling 
the United Statesin other marks of material 
progress. We are not a a declining people; on 
the contrary we are the most growing people 
in the world. Weare not among the poor 
nations of the globe; on the contrary we ara 
probably the very richest. We are not indi- 
fferent to material improvement; on the con- 
trary the most frequent charge made against 
us is that we give too much attention to it, 
and yet wo are worse off by far, in tae 
matter of roads than any other highly civil- 
ized community. 

The criginal reason of the American indif. 
ference about roads was probably the rapidity 
with which the early settlers scattered them- 
Selves in emall commuvities over wide areas. 
The fewer people there are to the squaro mile 
of inhabited territory, of course the costlier 
roads become; and when population is very 
much disperecd, as in frontier settlements, pso- 
ple cease to think of good roads asa luxury 
Within their reach, and devote themselve3sim- 
ply to tho task of keeping them passable. This 
texrdency to neglect the art of road-making 
would probably have disappeared early in this 
century if the railroads had not come in as tha 
great lines of commnupication, thrown the poat 
roads and military roads out of use, and 
relegated all roads but rallroads to the con- 
dition of crogs-roade or byways. The railroads 
not only did this, but they dispersed the 
settlers over still wider areas than ever, and 
thu:made the prospect of ranning a good 


highway past every man’s door seem hopaless.

center, filling up the cavities and hiding from 
view the projccting recks, In districts in 
which gravel or strong clay is ob‘aiued in this 
way.the result is often satisfactory enough. 
But as a general rule the contents of the ditch 
are simply mud or decayed yegetable matter, 
fit only for manure. Spread over the road as 
a plaster, it rapidly becomes dust and is swept 
awsy by the wind, or else becomes mud and is 
washed back again into the ditch, or down 
into the hollows, in which in wet weather it 
ferms a kind of quagmire, through which 
horses toil wearily. The one advance we have 
made in this curious process over the early 
colonists is the invention of the larga iron 
ecoop or shovel, worked by oxen or horses, as a 
substitute for the manual labor of the olden 
days. A foreigner, seeing it at work for the 
first time, is always disposed to bolicve that 
the road is being prepared for a crop of some 
kind, and as a matter ef fact we have ourselves 
seen many a mile of country road in which, 
after the spring repairs, potatoes or corn would 
have grown very luxuriantly. 

Of courte there are signs of progress out of 
this primitive condition inthe more densely 
eettled districts on the eastern coast and in the 
nejighborhocd of the large cities, The Park 
roads, with which people have been made fa- 
miliar during the past thirty years, have 
shown those who have never boen abroad 
what a gocd road is, and havethus raised the 
standard of read-making, as the Vienna bakery 
raised the standard of bread-making all over 
the country after the Philadelphia exposition 
in 1877. But most rural districts suffer greatly 
from not havivg astandard at all. Some of 
these who tax themselves most fresly suffer 
most, because the plentifal supply of money 
Lot only does not improve the roads, but breeds 
& political ring, who treat it as “‘boodle.” The 
rcacon they cuffer isthat, as they have no 
standard of goodness in roads, and do not make 
epecific requirements as to what shall be done 
to keep the roads in order, it is never possible 
to bring trustees, or selectmen, or roadmasters 
toa proper account. They always escape if 
they can show they have pnt onthe annual 
spring plaster;and whenit is washed away, 
as it is sure to be a little later, they throw the 
blame on the freshets; and the simple citizen, 
not knowing what to say in answer to them, 
says nothing. We have seen the plaster ap- 
plied to projecting rocks in a steep declivity in 
the middle of a great highway within twenty 
miles of New York, year after year, without a 
word of remonstrance from anybody, and 
without any demand for the use of the sledge- 
hammer for the safety of horses and carriages. 
The waste of ail this, through the wear and 
tear of animals, vehicles and harness, is of 
course immense. Asit is not easy to calculate 
it, it makes but little impressiou on the popu- 
ler mind, but it probably far surpasses the cost 
of thorough repair or macadamization. Until a 
standard has been set up, increased votes of 
money for road making will in populou: dis- 
tricts simply result in the multiplication of the 
people who live by ‘“‘politics.’’ 

There is little doubt, too, that not only was 
the light wegon, for which Americais now 
famous, produced by the badness of our roads, 
but it now helps to keep the roads bad by di- 
minishing, in the public eye, the inconvenience 
of them. The wagon in which American; de 
light, and which no other nation has yet been 
able toimitate, really gets over bad roads al- 
most as eatily asa saddie or pack horse. We 
bave seen it juampafence behind a ranaway 
with a certain grace and dexterity. But bad 
roadstellon itrepidly also, though not per- 
baps as rapidiyason heavier vehicles. It is 
hardly an exaggeration to say thata light 
wagon would last one-third longer on an 
English or Swiss road than on 
curs, and would be a far graatear 
luxury. Nobody shows more appreciation of 
the smooth, hard park roads than the trotting 
men, although they prefer the dirt road to 
“speed” on; and they may be said to ba the 
only class of the community to whose neods or 
wishes attention in the matter of road-making 
bas been paid. The owners of heavy vehicles 
have b.en left to get along as best they
